1BAT "SECRll" REPORT. 


THE only surprising thing about the 


War Department's report on the condition 
of t*f country's defenses, which was sent 
to the House Wednesday, is lhat it was a 
secret document. Just why there should 
be an attempt at secrecy concerning facts 
which are known to every military intelli- 
gence offire in the world, as well as to 
everybody in this country who is in touch 
with our military affairs, is a little puzzling. 
However this may be, it appears that 
Chairman Tawney of the Appropriations 
Committee is afraid that the report might 
upset his retrenchment plans and has 
therefore prevailed upon the President to 
direct Secretary Dickinson to pigeonhole it. 


The gist of the communication, as pub- 


lished yesterday, does not differ essentially 
from statements that have repeatedly been 
made In print on excellent authority. Of 
course, the many good people who love to 
dwell in a fool's paradise will continue to 
sneer disdainfully at these facts, and as 
they apparently represent the prevailing 
opinion of the country, we shall continue 
to follow the old expensive plan of refus- 
ing to prepare for war until war actually 
begins. 


This ir> not an alarmist editorial, nor a 


prediction that, the country is in danger of 
immediate destruction, or even of ultimate 
destruction unless this condition is reme- 
died. 
But it is well to look a few facts 


squarely in the face. 
In the century and 


a quarter of our national existence we have 
had several wars and have managed some- 
how to win all of them. There is' no rea- 
son to suppose that we shall not have others 
with about the same frequency as in the 
past.

Civil War agree that while it probably 
could not have been prevented, it never- 
theless could have been ctuiej within one 
or two years, anil at an infinitely smaller 
sacrifice of life and treasure if (he Govern- 
ment had been ready for it. InMe.ui. there 
'was almost no prrpaiation 'vluiever. and 
only when Fort Sumter \sa.s tired upon did 
government and nation awaken to a sense 
of their responsibility and begin the prepa- 
rations which >houU have been made 
years before.

Schurz tells in his memoirs of a conversa- 
tion he had with Bismarck in 1860, 
In 


which that astute statesman predicted that 
there would be war between Prussia and 
France some time in the years 1869 or 
1870, and that it would be won by the 
(jermani in less than a twelve-month. The 
prophecy was verified almost to the letter, 
except that German preparedness brought 
about an overwhelming victory in less than 
two months, and the war was formally 
ended in seven-months. 


But we need not go so far back in his- 


tory to find a demonstration of the su- 
preme importance of preparedness for war. 
The Japanese defeated the Russians be- 
cause they had made ready for the conflict 
and the enemy had not. Incidentally, they 
had made such wonderful sanitary pro- 
visions that their loss from sickness was, 
in proportion to the numbers engaged, only 
a small fraction as large as our loss in the 
Spanish war. 


Our relations with the world are friendly. 


There is no danger of an attack from any 
quarter at present, perhaps none for many 
years. But when every military and naval 
officer -the men who are in a position to 
know, if anybody does 
frankly admits 


the complete feasibility of a successful in- 
vasion of our Pacific Coast, and when this 
knowledge is a matter of official record on 
file .in every foreign intelligence office in 
the world, it seems foolhardy for civi'ians 
with merely superficial information to dis- 
dainfully pooh-pooh the whole business.
